yesterday from United States Judge 
Landis. His censure in particular was for 
Roy Burroughs, who sent his motor car into 
the open draw of Rush street bridge over a 
year ago, carrying himself and three others 
with it, and losing his own life. 

“Roy Burroughs drove.that machine with 
guch recklessness that he probably would 
have been sent to the penitentiary if he had 
lived,” declared the judge from the bench, 
“The city is net required to build a stone wall 
in front of its bridges to stop eutomobilists. It 
reasonabie precautions, but no 
gafety appliance that ingenuity can devise 
can protect a speed-mad automobilist from 
his own foolhardiness.” 

The judge delivered his views at the close 
of an argument for a nonsuit in the case of 
Mrs. Lelia Scott Willins, who was In the car 
with Burroughs and two other men, one of 
them her husband, when it plunged Into the 


All Survivors Suing City. 

Mr. and Mrs. Willins and Mr. Ganong all 

have sued the city for damages on the grcund 
that there was no danger signal except the 
light seventy feet above the bridge. A week 
has been consumed in presenting the case to 
the ccurt. On Monday Attorney Joseph B. 
David, in behalf of the city, moved that the 
case be taken from the jury and be dismissed 
by the court, The oppcsing attorneys argued 
this point all morning, and after the conclu- 
gion of the arguments Judge Landis ex- 
pressed himself on careless automobile driv- 
ing. 
“I Burroughs.”’ contiriued Judge Landis, 
“had exercised due care the accident never 
would have occurred. The precautions that 
have been taken by the city, in my belief, are 
sufficient except in the case of an absclutely 
reckless chauffeur. If this case had gone 
to the jury no evidence cculd be submitted 
of the city’s negligence. The chauffeur was 
going at full speed. Nothing could have 
stopped his motor car except a stone wall. 
The city is not bound to protect: reckless 
drivers. Tne bridge was open and ifthe auto 
had been going ata prcper rate of speed 
the driver would have had an opportunity to 
stop it. 

“Mrs. Willins was unfortunate, so far as 
she was concerned; if she had exercised rea- 
sonable diligence the result might have been 


ifferent, but if the questicn had depended on | 


er diligence and the case had™gone to the 
jury, there still wculd have been no evidence 
of the city’s negligence. 

“The whole thing ought to serve as a 
warning to reckless autcmcbile driving, and 
Particularly at expcsed pcints.”’

BARTHOLDT ENTHUSED OVER 
INTERNATIONAL PEACE PLAN. 


Tells of Work of Brussels Congress and 
of Triumph of American Idea—Wil] 
Prepare a Bill. 


New York, Oct. 3.—Congressman Richard 
Bartholdt of St. Louis, who returned today 
from Europe, gave an account of the Brussels 
conference of the interparliamentary union 
and a visit to Berlin. 

‘** Emperor William,” said Mr. Bartholdt, 
“Impressed me much by his wonderful 
energy and the keenness of his interest in all 
the latest commercial and industrial devel- 
opments. On our taking leave he requested 
me to convey to the president his renewed 
expression of esteem and admiration of his 
successful efforts to bring about peace.” 

Mr. Bartholdt submitted the draft of an 
arbitration treaty which specifies the ques- 
tlons to be referred to arbitration or to 
The Hague court. 

The second American proposition was for 
the establishment of an international con- 
gress (0 prepare a principle of law for The 
Hague court and propose amendments. of 
international! law. 

“At first the European statesmen,’’ said 
Mr. Bartholdt, * were blinded by this new 
Amerié¢an light, but they soon became ac- 
customed to it, and on closer examination 
they took to it and finally consented to the 
appointment of two separate commissions 
to which the two propositions were referred 
with instructions to report within three 
months.” 

Of the impression President Roosevelt's 
success in bringing about peace had made 
in Europe, Mr. Bartheldt said: * 

‘*‘In the eyes of Europe President Roose- 
velt has made himself immortal, and, besides, 
it was the greatest service an American 
president ever rendered his country, because 
the influence of the United States tn the af- 
fairs of the world therepy has been mar- 
velously increased.”’ 

Mr. Bartholdt proposes to prepare a bill 
for introduction at the next session of con- 


' gress embodying the idea of an international 


congress or council, and will confer with 
President Roosevelt on the subject.

First Fire in Afternoon. 

The first fire was in the afternoon. En- 
gine company 57 at 543 Haddon avenue was 
called to a shed tn the rear of the Standard 
Furniture company’s building, 587 North 
Campbell avenue. The blaze Was extin- 
guished readily after a loss of $1,009, and 
the men returned to their quarters. When 
they reached the station they fvund “he 
watchman hard at it fighting a fire in the 
hay loft. 

In seeking for a cause far these fires, Han- 
son, who lives at 549 Hadden avenue, was 
named at once. He was seen near ihe fur- 
niture company’s building a few minutes be- 
fore the smoke gave warning of the blaze. 
Further inquiry brought out the statement 
that he had sent in the alarm. 

Pursuing their investigation, the firemen 
learned that Hanson had appeared at the en- 
gine house soon after the company had de- 
parted. Detectives were ins.ructed to arrest 
him, but they failed to find him at his house, 


Second Company; Same Experience. 

Then, at 8:30 p. m., engine company No 
67 received a call to West Indiana street, 
near Forty-seventh avenue. The circum- 
stances surrounding the starting of the fire 
were suspicious and the men decided that an 
investigation should be made. The fire it- 
self was inconsequential. 

Before the engine had returned from this 
fire to its house at Forty-seventh avenue 
and Fulton street the watchman saw smoke 
issuing from the hayloft of the engine house. 
He called on engine 96 and the fire was 
under control when No. 67 came back. Mar- 
shal Powers reported that while he believed 
the Indiana street: fire was of incendiary 
origin, he was certain the second, in the 
station, was. He suggested that boys had 
been loitering around the house and that 
they might have been responsible. But Han- 
son has not yet been accounted for. 


Has History as “Firebug.” 

Hanson's history asa“ firebug * goes back 
several years, and contains the story of sev- 
eral trials for arson. It is due to Judge Tut- 
hill that he is now a free man.. Hanson was 
at one time a member of the company, but 
passed by the name of Hewes. 

Last summer charges were made that he 
was responsible for a series of eleven fires 
which occurred July 6 almost simultaneously 
along Clybourn and Milwaukee avenues. 
More than a score of fires in three days were 
laid at his door. 

Evidence was secured against him and 
Judge Clifford sentenced him to the Illinois 
Asylum for Insane Criminals at Chester. 
He was released by the state officials, who 
thought he was rid of his mania. After he 
had been free only a short time he again was 
tried for arson in connection with a fire at 
403 West Chicago avenue. Before Judge Tut- 
hill a jury found him guilty, but the court 
admitted a motion for a new trial and later 
dismissed him. 


Record in Another City. 

His record at Racine, Wis., where he lived 
from 1$01 to 1903, was no better than his 
local history. There he was imprisoned for 
six months for arson, and was convicted on 
at least one other charge.

Story Indignantly Denied by 
Mother, Who Brands It asa 
Ridiculous Invention. 


Butte, Mont, Oct. 3.—[Special.]—Pat Crowe, 
who was arrested in Butte last night by de- 
tectives after he had been about the city for 
a week, introducing himself to various per- 
sons, tonight declared that the “ kidnaping ” 
of Eddie Cudahy and subsequent demand on 
his father for a ransom was suggested by the 
boy himegelf. Here are the facta, according 
to his story: 

On Sept. 6, 1900, he met young Cudahy on 
the street, and the boy first broached the 
subject of working the old man for a big ran- 
som. At first Crowe paid no attention to the 
proposition, but it was repeated later with 
— details that he concluded to go in with 
the boy. 


Cut Boy’s Figures in Two. 


A third party was taken in, but he “ got 
cold feet,” believing the scheme was a trap. 
The Cudahy boy proposed demanding §50,- 
000 from his father, but Crowe and the sec- 
ond party he took into the scheme thought 
$25,000 was enough. 

The story of Crowe as to how the kid 
naping was worked, and how Cudahy drove 
out to a lonesome place and left money, 
agrees fully with the first published accounts 
of the affair, but he says young Cudahy was 
the leading spirit of the adventure and was 
never a prisoner. 


Young Oudahy Gets $6,000.

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A London View. 

The London view of the New York money 
market, as it relates to Huropean markets, 
is as follows, according to the Statist:. 

“New York is the only market where there 
is likely to be any serious demand for money, 
and here the supply will probably be ample. 
New York is now purchasing the new gold 
arriving from South Africa and elsewhere in 
this market, and is also buying gold in Aus- 
tralia. These purchases, together with some 
assistance from the secretary of the treasury, 
and the transfer of loans from the associated 
banks to the trust companies and outside 
banks, should enable New York to secure all 
the cash it needs to meet the demands from 
the interior. And if New York supplies its 
needs in this manner, it is unlikely to with- 
draw additional gold from this aide and to 
disturb the international market. The large 
crops in the United States and the great 
prosperity of the country justify the antici- 
pations of the continuance of active trade and 
large railway earnings for the next twelve 
months. Consequently, as soon as the de- 
mand for money in New York is over, an 
active American market may be looked for."’
